The Western Front. 


“The lull which had endured for the past 
fortnight on the British front in France 
aroused expectation rather than anxiety, 
and, perhaps, for that reason we are dis- 
posed to rate more seriously than it de- 
serves the episode which has ended it. 
Fighting during the week-end was heavy, 
but the operations were purely local in 
character, and the forces engaged do not 
appear to have been large. At Chérisy, 
south-east of Arras, where some ground 
was loft to a German attack, and has since 
been completely regained, the fighting was 
merely an affair of advanced posts. The 
attack of the Canadians immediately south 
of Lens, and the reverse suffered by them, 
are a matter of greater moment ; but even 
the German report does not invest them 
with particular importance. The ground 
gained by the Canadians and subsequently 
lost before violent counter-attacks was of 
high tactical value, and their failure to 
hold it is on that account to be regretted. 
It has always to be remembered, however, 
that at this stage of the western offensive 
the object of an attack is less to secure 
ground than fo provoke the enemy to 
counter-attacks, and thus to multiply the 
opportunities of punishing their reserves. 
Gain of ground is chiefly important ia so 
far as it assists in this process; and occa- 
sions when it cannot be held against the 
counter-attacks which it is primarily in- 
tended to provoke are inevitable, though 
such occasions have been extremely rare. 
We shall probably not have long to wait 
for operations on a more serious scale 
than this affair of the Canadians south of 
Lens. While the Kaiser is informing the 
Empress that, “ according to the report of 
Field-Marshal von Hindenburg, the great 
British and French spring offensive has 
come to a definite end,” the German 
Press, with a want of tact which ap- 
proaches lese majesté, reaches precisely the 
opposite conelusion. Its speculation on 
the lull in the Allied offensive is far from 
contemplating the end of that offensive. 
Nothing of the kind, says the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, is indicated by this “clearly de-.

One wonders, in the first 
place, how many of the hundreds of under- 
graduates who joined the Colours at duty s 
tirst appeal will return to their class- 
rooms. Many cannot return, for they lie 
dead in France or Mesopotamia or Galli 
poli. Many others, after the war, the 
call of adventure or of opportunity will 
beekon to the wide spaces of an Empire 
whose possibilities the war has made. ‘n- 
tensely vivid and real. We think that 
during the next three or four years the 
students at our old Universities will be 
fewer and younger than in former times. 
We are sure that University education 
will be hard set to keep the graces of 
leisured learning in the strenucgs ‘times 
that must follow the declaration of peace 
Then a battered world will be in process 
of reconstruction. Industry will have dis- 
covered the need of science, Commerce— 
& new commerce, international and 
romantic—will offer splendid inducements 
to boys whose fathers were wont to be con. 
temptuous of “trade.” Foreign languages, 
once a mere accomptishment, will become 
a necessity. Mechanics and engineering 
will open doors to wealth and power in 
the development of aviatiof® and in the 
taming of fresh tracts of Empire. © Our 
old Universities must adjust themselves to 
these claims of a new world. They must 
reconcile their traditions with the needs 
of modern education, and, in continuing 
ts build and honour character, must pay 
due tribute to the demands of progress 

It will be a calamity for our British 
civilisation if the -ancient Universities 
allow themselves to be pushed aside in 
the coming struggle by the mere efficiency 
of younger institutions. They retain, as 
this war has shown—nowhere more 
gloriously than in Trinity College—the 
supreme secret of training men to live, 
lead, and die for ideals. The loss of that 
secret would leave the world poor, indeed.

TERN FIELD )|BRAZIL ENTERING THE 


WAR. . 


SIGNIFICANCE OF HER ACT. 
42 GERMAN SHIPS SEIZED. 


Reuter's Agency learns from an authoritative 
source that the, decision of Brazil to revoke her 
neutrality in the war between the ~ United 
States and Germany—a phrase which is espe- 
cially interesting—means. the existence of a 
state of war with Germany. The German cam- 
paign against Brazil's merchant ships no longer 
left any room for doubt that there was already 
Virtuatty a state of war. The Brazilian Govern- 
ment and people have all along sympathised 
with the Allies, but they decided to maintain 
neutrality until they were forced out of it. 
Nevertheless the whole of Brazil will welcome 
the, change that Germany has compelled. It 
may be regarded as certain that Brasil, like the 
United States, will go into the war with all her 
resources of men and power. This is clear from 
the Naval and Military Bill introduced into 
Parliament by the Vice-President of the Senate. 
As a first step, Brazil has seized forty-two fine 
German ships now in her harbours. So far as 
is known, these vessels, which were mainly just 
of the tonnage most required at this juncture, 
are practically undamaged, and will be imme- 
diately placed at the disposal of the Allies. 
With her population of twenty-eight millions, 
Brazil can soon raise an additional army, which 
should prove of considerable assistance in 
Kuropean theatres of war. . 


NOTE TO BRAZILIAN LEGATIONS. 


The Press Association’s special correspondent 
at Rio de Janeiro says—Senor Nilo Pecanha, 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, has sent to the 
Brazilian Legations, for transmission to the 
Governments to which they are accredited, a 
Note, communicating the sanction of President 
Wenceslas Braz to the revocatién of neutrality, 
thus confirming the traditional friendship and 
identity of political views uniting Brazil to the 
United States in defence of the vital interests 
of America and of International Law. Brazil, 
the Note says, has neither now, nor ever 
cherished warlike ambitions. If she constantly 
abstained from showing any partiality in the 
European conflict, she could not persist in her 
indifference when the United States were drawn 
into a disinterested struggle on behalf of Inter- 
national Law, and Germany extended the most 
violent methods of war, without distinction, to 
Brazil and other neutrals. The Republic has 
thus acted in close conformity with our political 
traditions, and remained faithful to those libe- 
ral principles which were the basis of national 
education. Brazil, in performing her duty and 
taking the position indicated by her antecedents 
and her conscience, as a free people, will ob- 
serve, whatever may occur in the immediate 
future, the Constitution which governs her, 
and which has never yet been surpassed in re-

PRISONER.

PARIS, . Monpay. 

The Matin publishes an interview which M. 
Hugues Leroux has had with Sir Edward Car- 
son. Sir Edward said:—We cannot give to 
the English people, however anxious we may be, 
news which would give them an erroneous idea 
that there is ‘no longer need to limit our con- 
sumption. But what may be strongly affirmed 
is that the entry of the United States into the 
war brings us, from the naval point of view, 
advantages the extent of which -has not, per- 
haps, been appreciated by the public. First of 
all we shall regulate, as can be done with per- 
fect confidence, the use and direction of our 
tonnage. There will no longer be any wastage 
of transports, and their protection, which we 
have successfully organised in the British Chan- 
nel, America will be able to assure in the 
Atlantic. As regards food supplies, which Ger- 
many might be able to obtain through neutrals, 
we are practically in control of these, since we 
are in a position to stop and visit all vessels. 
Think of the consequences of these possibilities. 
They are calculated to increase our confidence. 


GERMAN OFFICER’S NOTIONS.

The Neue Freie Presse, summing up the 
general prospects of this year’s hagvest in 
Adevie-fadiees, says that rain is badly wanted 
in almost every part of the Monarchy to ensure 
even average crops, but that, given rain, wheat 
oats, and barley might be good average crops. 
On the other hand, the outlook for rye, the 
journal considers, is not so favourable. 


PAN-GERMANS ALARMED. 


Mr. Renwick, Special Correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle at Amsterdam, says—The Pan- 
German Press is writing violently against the 
Stockholm Conference. They fear that by the 
intercourse of German Sociali¢ts with the 
Socialists of neutral, and particularly enemy 
countries, the German representatives may learn 
something of the truth, long hidden from Ger- 
many, and later spread it in the Fatherland. 
It is the Pan-German newspapers’ chief medi- 
cine for the German people in these days, that 
the Entente nations are tired of the war, starv- 
ing, in confusion politically, and eagerly de- 
sirous of peace, so that an antidote to that, 
bronght from Stockholm would be very incon- 
venient to the Pan-Germans. The French 
Government's decision not to issue passes to 
French. Socialists meets, therefore, with ap- 
proval from Count Reventlow, and firebrands 
of similar type. Side by side with this anti-

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A DUBLIN WAGES DISPUTE. 
-& — 


Mr. Wallace, K.C., has wsued his award in 
the arbitration between the City of Dublin 
Bteampacket Company and the National Sailors’ 
and Firemen’s Union Mr. Wallace was ap- 
pointed by the Board of Trade as arbitrator to 
determine differences which had arisen between 
the above-named par'ics as to wages paid by the 
company to petty ofhe ré, scamen, and firemen 
employed by them—(1) on their cargo boats 
plying between Dublin and Liverpool, Dublin 
and Manchester, and Dublin and Belfast: and 
(2) on the company’s mail boat between Kings- 
town and Holyhead. The parties wore heard 
at length at Palace Chambers, Westminster, on 
the 22nd day of May last. 

Mr. Wallace, in his report, says:—As regards 
(1) the cargo boats, it appeared that the base 
rate of wages was 535s, 6d. per week, whilst the 
actual pay had been increased from time to 
time by agreement or award, and in November 
last Sir G. Askwith, an arbitrator, granted an 
advanee of 5s. per weck, as from 12th October 
last. The men asked for a fe@rther increase 
on the ground of the increasing cost of living, 
and on the ground that the general increases of 
5s, per week made by the Committee on produc- 
tion to date from April lst, had been adopted 
by the railway companies who were competitors 
with the company for this class of croas.-Channe!l 
traffic. As regards (2) the mail boat, it ap- 

vared in like manner that the actual wages 
hart heen increased from time to time by awards 
and bonuses, the last award being an increase 
ranted by Judge Parry to date from the 7th 
Gaseh, 1916. The men now elaimed on the
